WORDS AND CONSEQUENT ES 
Words, as anyone who lives and dies by them 
knows, have consequences. And the consequences 
of some recent words, so one m ay p redict, are 
likely to take curious turns on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain during the coming year. 
There are K hrushchev’s words about Panama, 
for examp le. Touring a textile p lant the other 
day with his distinguished friend from Cuba, Fidel 
Castro, Nikita became a little exp ansive on the 
subject of freedom. To cheering w orkers he said: 
“Sooner or later the p eop le of all countries will 
gain genuine freedom and indep endence and ex­ 
p el the imp erialists from their territories.” 
Well, now. If Khrushchev only knew, he was 
uttering a sentim ent which p ractically everyone 
in the West endorses. The British have been get­ 
ting rid of their colonies one by one, and they 
are irked no end when, as in British Guiana, they 
have to stay a little longer than they had counted 
on. General de Gaulle couldn’t get out of Algeria 
fast enough. As for the United States, K hrush­ 
chev should know that it has no desire to make 
money out of the Panam a Canal; all it wishes to 
do is to see that the Canal is kep t running effi­ 
ciently, for the benefit of world ship p ing as well 
as for the defense of the W estern Hemisp here 
as a whole. 
So what harm can Khrushchev’s words do on 
our side of the Iron Curtain? None at all, save 
to stir up those whom Lenin called "useful idiots,” 
who have already been misled anyway. But to a 
Hungarian, a Pole, a Rumanian or a Czech, the 
Khrushchev statem ent could p rove to be incen­ 
diary. 
Khrushchev is in a p osition of being damned 
if he does and damned if he doesn’t. He has to 
talk about “imp erialism” and all that, because 
his Marxist indoctrination tells him that he must. 
But in a world in which the only two nations that 
are hanging on to their colonies are Portugal and 
Soviet Russia, Khrushchev’s words are bound to 
create a vastly uneasy stir everywhere through­ 
out eastern Europ e. Khrushchev’s words about 
freedom do not c » nsort with the memory of Soviet 
tanks in Hungary, or with the realities of the 
Berlin Wall.

No greater tragedy can befall a m other than 
to find her baby dead in the crib. 
It is estim ated 
that more than 10,000 such deaths occur in the 
United States every year. 
The babies

The deaths are in the country and 
in the city, in the homes of both rich and p oor. 
Most of the other causes of death in this age 
group have been brought under control. Thanks 
to increased concentration on the p roblem of 
these crib deaths there is a good chance th at they, 
too, can be eliminated. 
Forty or 50 years ago these deaths were a t­ 
tributed to an enlarged thymus. Autop sies showed 


j that this gland was much larger in all these babies 
a gllV sitting 
than in infants who died of infectious diseases. 
However, this theory had to be abandoned when 
it was found that babies who died of skull fracture 
or other severe accidents also had a large thymus. 
We now know that all healthy babies have a 
large thymus, needed to throw off an infection. 
The next theory to gain p op ularity was th at 
these babies, whose faces were often found buried 
in their p illows or whose heads w ere covered by 
their blankets, had smothered to death.

theory p laced an unfair burden of guilt on the 
mothers, many of whom never forgave themselves 
for their “neglect.”

W ASHINGTON — Almost nil 
of the p rop osaLs that have been 
made recently about p icking a 
Vice-President in case a vacancy 
occurs in that office seem to ig­ 
nore the basic p rincip le on which 
the 
American 
rep ublic 
was 
founded — namely, 
that 
the 
p eop le should choose l>oth their 
President and Vice-President. 
Since a vacancy might occur 
suddenly in the Vice-Presidency 
and there would be no time for 
an election, the logical alterna­ 
tive is to p lace the resp onsibility 
of selection on the rep resenta­ 
tives of the 
p eop le— the Con­ 
gress of the United States. 
Yet m any of the p lans now lx> 
ing suggested would give the in­ 
coming 
President 
himself, 
in­ 
stead of Congress, the right to 
select a p ossible successor. 
Also, 
objections are raised to the idea 
of letting Congress p ick a suc­ 
cessor because the m ajority in 
both houses might hap p en to be 
a p olitical p arty different from 
that of the incumbent President. 
But these very p hases of the 
debate now going on reveal a 
failure to differentiate between 
an oligarchy and a democracy. 
There are, for instance, p ro­ 
p onents of a p lan whereby the 
President 
would 
nominate 
his 
own successor and then Congress 
would be p erm itted to vote on it. 
O ther p lans have been suggested 
which stip ulate that the m em ­ 
bers of the President’s Cabinet 
should form the line of succes­ 
sion. 
But, 
somehow or 
other, 
very few of the p rop osals p rovide 
that the p eop le do their own 
choosing—as is the case in many 
of the English-sp eaking dem ocra­ 
cies throughout the world.

have

dents should

along 
with the President in national 
elections every four years. But 
this would hardly strengthen the 
chances of getting a good man 
in the W hite House in an em ­ 
ergency. In fact, there has been 
relatively little attention p aid in 
recent years to qualifications of 
Vice-Presidential nominees. Now 
the debate over Presidential suc­ 
cession has arisen, doubtless for 
a while more thought will be 
given to whether a Vico-Presi­ 
dential asp irant really does have 
the cap acity to m ake a good 
President.

worked out that way. 
There have been m any sug­ 
gestions that the term s of the

to four years and 
those of

from six to four years so that all 
members of Congress as well as 
the President would he voted 
for at the same time. 
But, as Woodrow Wilson wrote 
just a few months after he was 
elected to the Presidency, four 
years is some times too long a 
term for a President and some 
times it isn’t long enough. 
The 
same is true of Congress.

Wilson insisted that some for­ 
mula would have to be devised 
eventually 
whereby 
the 
Presi­ 
dent and his Cabinet would b« 
resp onsible directly to the p eo­ 
p le at p eriodic intervals. 
W hat 
he had in mind, of course, was a 
modification of the p arliamen­ 
tary system, such as is in vogue 
in Canada, G reat Britain and 
other countries. 
But even though many stu­ 
dents of government scoff at the 
p arliam entary idea, the fact re­ 
mains that the dilemma 
which 
has recently arisen over how to 
p ick a new Vice-President serves 
only to accentuate the inflexibil­ 
ity of this country’s system of 
selecting its chief executive. 
There is no p erfect answer in 
sight to the question of how to 
select a new Vice-President in 
the interval between Presidential 
elections, but certainly any p lan 
th at gives the p eop le’s rep resent­ 
atives in Congress the final de­ 
cision is better than one that be­ 
stows such a p rerogative on th* 
incumbent President himself. D i

A rep orter is an 
inquisitive 
p erson who can see, hear, think 
and obey. The last word is the 
most difficulut.

Once, in the summertime, a 
city editor asked me to take two 
men in p ajam as around the town.

p ajam as on the street. 
I had a choice: Do it or get off 
the p ap er. I did it. Every m orn­ 
ing.

from them, hut they said they i 
w ere afraid, and kep t close t o! 
me. Men stared at them and

The p ublisher waited for citi­ 
zens to im itate his p ajam a boys, 
but all m en—let it be noted— are 
chicken. For a month, I escorted 
these men all over New Y ork ,!

that p olicemen shook their heads j 
and said: "I can’t find a nyth ing 1 
in the l>ook against it.” 
I was a newlywed when a n- , 
other city editor told me th a t he 
susp ected the Dime-a-Dance halls 
of being dens of vice. From 9 
p . m. until 3 a. m., I was assigned 
to dance in the dens and write 
a series of articles about these

girls.

bride 
w anted to know what the heck 
was going on.

I the house for weeks. One night 
I at a p arty she stood too long 
over the p unch bowl and solemnly 
announced: ”My husband joined

such a loud silence, nor saw so 
many eyes staring through me.

Forty or 50 years ago these deaths were at­ 
tributed to an enlarged thymus. Autopsies showed 
that this gland was much larger in all these babies 
than in infants who died of infectious diseases. 
However, this theory had to be abandoned when 
it was found that babies who died of skull fracture 
or other severe accidents also had a large thymus. 
We now know that all healthy babies have a 
large thymus, needed to throw off an infection. 
Thp next theory to gain popularity was that 
these babies, whose faces were often found buried 
in their pillows or whose heads were covered by 
their blankets, had smothered to death. 
This 
theory placed an unfair burden of guilt on the 
mothers, many of whom never forgave themselves 
for their "neglect.” 
F ortu n ately, this idea w as disproved by a 
co u rag eo u s doctor w ho placed 
in fa n ts face 
dow n on 
their pillows, 
then covered 
their 
heads w ith blankets. 
Ile found th a t even the 
you n gest ones had no difficulty in fighting 
their w a y into the open. 
The doctors next turned to viruses and other 
infections as a possible cause,
